Smith asked King if he meant to 
imply’ that the commission could 
not protect the public’s interest, 
and declined to grant the request.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—The 
House of Representatives took ac- 
tion today to end the Postoffice 
léasing scandal, when it voted to 
appropriate $45,000,000 for the 
purchase of land and buildings to 
supplant those now under lease for 
postal purposes. The bill provides 
that not more than $10,000,000 can 
be spent annually in such pur- 
chases. 
The House also accepted 4n 
amendment proposed by Congress- 
man Maas (Hep.), Minnesota, pro- 
viding that the maximum pur- 
chase price in each instance shall 
be fixed by three commissioners 
appointed by the United States 
Courts of the district in which the 
property is situated, thus taking 
that power out of the hands of the 
Poétmaster-Gencral. 
Maas, who exposed the scanda- 
lous circumstances which attended 
the leasing of the commercial Post- 
office station in St. Paul, Minn., 
told the House that the appropria- 
tion bill in it soriginal form was 
unacceptable. 
“It would permit the Postmaster- 
General to purchase these proper- 
ties without resorting to any esti- 
mate except .his own,” the St. 
Paul Congressman declared. “In 
the past arbitrary appraisals have 
been -made, increasing the original 
estimates as much as 300 per cent. 
“If you do not take the purchas- 
ing power out of the hands of the 
Postmaster-General, you will have 
the leasing scandals repeated all 
over again.” 

Maas alluded to the financing op- 
erations in connection with the. 
St. Paul postoffice, remarking ft‘at 
persons who purchased bonds 
floated on the basis of the rental 
being paid by the Government now 
stand to get 56 cents on the dollar. 
Congressman Cochran (Dem.), 
St. Louis, told of receiving a com- 
plaint from a constituent who pur- 
chased bonds based on the St. 
Paul lease and also on a postoffice 
lease at Dallas, Tex. When Coch- 
ran forwarded the complaint to the 
Postoffice Department he received 

@ reply stating that t 
mht a Government 
though the lan in which nem 
were adverti had given the pur- 
chaser that impression. 

Maas declared that there was 
substantial reason to fear that if 
the purchase of leased postoffices 
were left in the hands of the Post- 
rnaster-General, the price would be 
based on the rental now paid by 
the Government, which, in many 
instances, has been disclosed as 
exorbitant. After a few scattering 
objections, the amendment was 
adopted, and the bill passed. 

It does not provide for the pur- 
chase of all the buildings now un- 
der lease, or even for the. purchase 
of properties to supplant all the 
leased sites. The Government is 
paying $16,000,000 a year rental 
for postoffice properties, and the 
amount of bonds’ which owners 
have floated on the basis of those 
rentals has been estimated at $150,- 
000,000.

CIRCUS AERALIST 
KILLED IN FALL 


Star of Flying Rings Suffers 
Fatal Injuries: When Ap- 
paratus Breaks in Show 
in Copenhagen. 


PLUNGES 45 FEET; 
SPINE, SKULL HURT 


Declares She Is All Right, 
but Succumbs in Hospital 
—Native of Bohemia, 37 
Years’ Old.

COPENHAGEN, Feb. 
lian Leitzel, circus queen of the 
flying rings, died yesterday as the, 
result of injuries suffered when 
she attempted a body whirl high in 
the air. An iron ring broke and 
let her drop 45 feet to the floor of 
the Valencia Music Hal] Friday 
with only a rubber mat to break 
the fall. 

Alfredo Codona, her husband, 
flew from Berlin to her bedside. 
He thought her’ condition im- 
proved when he left the hospital 
in the afternoon, but soon she took 
a turn for the worse and died. 

_ A native of Bohemia, the aerial- 
est lived 20 of the 37 years of her 
life in America, where with the 
Ringling Brothers and Barnum & 
Bailey circuses she made a reputa- 
tion for thrilling feats at the end 
of a rope. She also appeared in 
vaudeville houses in the winter 
months. al 
Flange’ — swing by her right 
hand from a rope 560 feet.or more 
above the ground, literally throw- 
ing her body over her own shoulder 
as a pivot. She usually did it 100 
times, but hé® record was 249. 
Her mother; Nellie Leamy, origi- 
nated the act and until her daugh- 
ter took it up was its only prac- 
titioner. 

The entire circus performance 
would stop as Lillian, § feet high 
and weighing 100 pounds, went to 
the center stage. As she was drawn 
to the top of the tent the rest of 
the big top was darkened and, 
a spotlight focused on her, her act 
went on alone. 

She was near the end of her 
whirl Friday night when the iron 
ring broke. She landed heavily. 
She protested that she was not 
hurt, but at the hospital serious 
injuries to her spine and head 
were discovered. 

'. As a child she played the piano 
and then took up ballet dancing, 
but when she came to America at 
the age of 17 she was an adept 
trapeze performer. 

She had her own private rail- 
road car with’ her own maids. 
She was never temperamental and 
was the first to help the needy 
around the circus tent. 

In 1920 she married Clyde In- 
galls, assistant manag r of the 
circus, but they became estranged, 
In 1929 she and Codona, a Mexi- 
can, were married. When they were 
together he always held the rope 
for her:to begin her act. Codona 
himself is a famous aerialist. He 
is said to be the only man doing 
a triple somersault from’ trapeze 
to partner in mid-air. 

A brother, George F. Pelikan, is 
director of the Civic Art Institute, 
Milwaukee. 

Lillian Leitgel had no home and 
probably will be buried here. Her 
mother is expected here —_— for 


the funeral.

I. C. C. Indicates New Charges Will 
Help Carriers Meet Pipe 
Line Competition,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—A de- 
vision of railroad rates on petrole- 
um products moving from the West 
and Southwest to the Northeastern 
section of the United States, and on 
gasoline to and from Southwestern 
points was Ordered today by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission.

Both increases 
and reductions will result as com- 
pared with existing charges.

ENGINEERS LOCATE BEDROCK 
_ BY ELECTRICAL EXPLORATION 


Feeler Current, Substitute for Drill, 

Indicates How Much Resistance ‘ 

It Encounters. 
By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—Elec- 
trical exploration is the latest sci- 
entific aid of tunnel making and 
dam building. By laying a few 
wires on the surface, electrical ex- 
ploration locates. bedrock as much 
as 100 feet below. Recent prac- 
tical results of this exploration 
were described to the American In- 
stitute of Mining and Metallurgical 
Engineers today by E. G. Leonar- 
Gon of New York. 

_ The electrical feeler current sub- 
stitutes for the usual exploring 
drill. Instead of bringing up sam- 
ples of the substances it. penetrates, 
the current sends back messages 
telling how much resistance it en- 
counters. From this the engineers 
can tell what kind of a layer of 
earth or rock makes the resistance. 

Compact rock sends a Message of 

high resistance. Soft rocks are 
good conductors, with low resist - 
ance. Sand is often puzzling, a 
snare ag always.

Vote Under “Gag” Rule, 

The ballot was taken under the

was not brought in, but Secretary 
of the Treasury Mellon was ac- 
cepted as the symbol of the Ad- 
ministration’s opposition to the 
bill, and the discussion afforded 
the strange spectacle of standpat 
Republican Congressmen bursting 
into derisive jeers and laughter at 
every mention of the Secretary's 
name, 
The galleries were jammed to 
capacity, with spectators sitting in 
the aisles and congressional secre- 
taries and cicrks massed in the 
doorways.

NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—Louis 
Mann, veteran actor. who had been 
ill with cancer in Mount Sinai Hos- 
pital since Dec. 16, died last night 


‘lafter two operations had failed to 


aid him. His wife, Clara Lipman, 
was with him, as were also Fannie 
Hurst, the novelist, and Congress- 

an William Sirovich. 

Creator pf the line, “It is to 
laugh,” Mann was one of the few 
American actors to win success in 
both comic and serious parts. He 
was 65 years old and had appeared 
on the stage since he was 3. Ina 
long list of successes, his greatest 
role was probably in “Friendly 
Enemies,” in which he played with 
the late Sam Bernard, during 1918. 
His last Broadway role was in 
1927, in “That French Lady.” Re- 
cently he had’ appeared in motion 
pictures. 

Debut in San Francisco. 
Mann made his first appearance 
on the American stage in 1868. It 
was at the new Stadt Theater, in 
San Francisco, and the play was 
“Snowflake,” a German panto- 
mime. He was then three years 
old. When a youth, he joined the 
Lawrence Barrett and John Mc- 
Cullough’s stock company in San 
Francisco. In 18$2'he played with 

Tomasso Salvini in “Othello.” 

At the Union Square Theater, 
New York, on Aug. 20, 1883; -he 
played Page in Oscar Wilde’s first 
play, ‘Vera, the Nihilist,” and 
subsequently toured the country in 
“Called Back.” He surprised 
critics by turning to a serious role 
in “The Man Who 8tood 8till.” 

As death drew near, he said, “I 
have no fear of death, but I have

Wrote Five Plays. 

Mann wrote five of his starring 
vehicles and also was known to his 
friends as a painter, musician, ac- 
tor, writer and a master of seven 
languages. 

He was adept as a wrestler and 
boxer and held frequent workouts 
with Jack Dempsey. 

“Louis was eccentric and thought 
that no character actor could ap- 
proach him in any respect,” said 
his friend and collaborator, Samuel 
Shipman. “In ‘Friendly Enemies’ 
he and Sam Bernard were not on 
speakifig terms for half the run, so 
keenly did they scorn each other's 
ability. Yet, when Bernard took 
| seriously ill in Chicago during a 
tour, Mann sat by his bed all day 
and told funny stories. Then he 
wired the New York office of the 
production company that Bernard’s 
salary and royalties should be paid 
while he was out of the cast. 
When Bernard came back to the 
stage neither spoke to the other. 

“He died practically penniless. 
No young author or actor who 
went to him left without assist- 
ance. Many of the plays he was in 
failed because he insisted that un- 
tried young people be given parts.”

House Group Approves Bill for 
Pensions for Veterans’ Dependents. 
The House Veterans’ Committee 
today approved a bill to provide 
pensions for dependents of World 
War veterans, from the date of 
death of the veterans. Representa- 
tive Perkins (Rep.), New Jersey, 
chairman of a subcommittee which 
revised the bill, estimated it would 
cost $12,000,000 to $14,000,000 for 
the first year and $2,000,000 addi- 
tional each successfve year, 

The bill would provide $26 a 
month for a widow and one or- 
phan of World War veterans, re- 
gardless of whether there was any 
service connection with the cause 
of death. It would provide $6 for 
each additional orphan and would 
exclude widows without children. 
Perkins said an effort would be 
made to hring the bill to a vote 
without delay.

WITH LORENZO E. ANDERSON 
BROKERAGE FIRM EXPLAINED 


Corporation Organized to Help Partners in 
Latter Concern Finance Purchase of 
Interest of Founder’s Son.

Inquiry into the history and func-, 
tions of the Anco Investment Co., 
which has been mentioned repeat- 
edly in connection with the sus- 
pension of the brokerage firm of 
Lorenzo EB. Anderson’ & Co., dis- 
closes that gt was organized as 4 
convenient device through which 
operating capital was lent to the 
brokerage house. 

By this means Frank C. Rand, 
chairman of the board of the In- 
ternational Shoe Co.; Andrew W. 
Johnson, vice president of the shoe 
company, and others. were enabled 
to invest in and participate in the 
profits of the brokerage company 
without becoming partners in it. 
The late Jackson Johnson, who 
preceded Rand as head of the shoe 
company, was a subscriber for 
$50,000 of stock of the Anco, and 
Rand and Andrew Johnson, a son 
of Jackson Johnson, subscribed 
$50,000 and $35,000, respectively. 

The brokerage house is a part- 
nership, as required under the rules 
of the New York Exchange so that 
its six individual members may 
be held liable without limitation. A 
corporation—the Anco Investment 
Co. is a corporation—enjoys lim- 
ited lability, that is, its stockhold- 
ers, who composed it, are not Hable 
for its obligations beyond the 
amount of stock for which they 
have subscribed. 


Anco Lent to Brokerage Firm, 


When the group of partners, 
headed by Arthur C. Hilmer, ac- 
quired control of Lorenzo E. An-+ 
derson & Co. early in 1927, they 
needed additional capital to com- 
plete the purchase of the interest 
of Oliver J. Anderson and for op- 
erating purposes. They approached 
Rand and the Johnsons, who were 
good customers of the company. 

These prospective investors, all 
wealthy, did not wish to become 
partners but agreed to participate 
as stockholders in the Anco Co. 
whose funds would be lent to the 
brokerage company. At the date 
of incorporation, Dec. 27, 1927, the 
Anco Co. had capital stock of 
$790,000 held as follows: Walter R. 
Mayne, $390,000; R. E, LaDriere, 
$200,000; Elmer C. Adkins, $200,- 
000. These three, named as the 
first directors, were attorneys as- 
sociated with the firm of Fordyce, 
Holliday & White, and it is un- 
derstood that as incorporators they 
held the,stock for others. 

On July 26, 1928, the corpora- 
tion made affidavit to the Secretary 
of State that all its authorized cap- 
ital was paid in. This affidavit 
was signed by Arthur Hilmer, W. 
C. Fordyce and Andrew W. John- 
son as directors. Hilmer and For- 
dyce were partners in Lorenzo E. 
Anderson & Co. 

An increase of $210,000 in the 
authorized capital stock was voted 
at a stockholders’ meeting Oct, 28, 
1928, and the directors made affi- 
davit all of it had been subscribed. 
Again the authorized capital stock 
was increased on May 28, 1929, by 
$1,000,000, bringing the total to $2,- 
000,000. It was stated at this time 
that $192,000 of the increase had 
been subscribed. This brought the 
total subscribed up to $1,192,000. 

How Stock Was Distributed. 

The corporation’s rep?rt to the 
Secretary of State as of July 31, 
1930, listed Arthur Hilmer as pres- 
ident and W. C. Fordyce as secre- 
tary-treasurer, and these two and 
Andrew Johnson as directors. 

At a time when the total paid-in 
capital of the Anco Co, was $960,- 
000, partners in Lorenzo E. Ander- 
gon & Co. held something more 
than 69 per cent of the stock, ac- 
cording to a statement by Charles 
Nagel, attorney for Rand, The 
stock held by Rand and Andrew/ 
Johnson was 8.85 per cent of the 
total. Nagel said that in subse- 
quent increases of the capital the 
proportion held by the Anderson 
partners was increased slightly. The 
owners of the balance of the stock, 
about 22 per cent, have not been 
disclosed. 

One’ of the attorneys concerned 
in the case said the Anco Co, lent 
money to the Anderson company 


Co. agreed to stand the capital 
losses, if any. Another lawyer in 
the case said the arrangement be- 
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tween the Anco Co, and the An- 
derson company made the former 
in fact a partner in the brokerage 
business, Such constructive part- 
nership, of course, applied only to 
the corporation and did not extend 
any liability to its stockholders as 
such. | 

* It is understood that in the boom 
days of the stock market the Anco 
Co, received handsome profits from 
the Anderson Co.’s earnings, and it 
is a fact that under the liquida- 
tion plan now being considered it 
would agree to waive all claims as 
a creditor of the Anderson Co. 


Customers’ Agreement, 

An interesting feature of the case 
is how the company’s trading cus- 
tomers became unsecured creditors, 
some for large amounts. One of 
the largest is Rand whose credit 
balance is approximately $645,000. 
Nagel, Rand’s attorney, sald that 
up to the.time of the suspension 
his client thought his balance was 
represented by first-class securities. 
Such also was the supposition of 
Cc. D. P. Hamilton Jr., another 
customer and one of the receivers, 
whose credit balance is un- 
derstood to be about $760,000. In 
fact, all the company’s customers 
with credit balances probably were 
under the same impression. 

The fact that these customers 
now stand in the light of unse- 
cured creditors simply means that 
agreement 
they signed with Lorenzo E. An- 
derson & Co., such securities as 
were bought and held for their 
accounts were available to the 
brokerage company for pledging or 
hypothecating with banks for the 
credit of the company. This is be- 
cause an ordinary customer with 
an open account is himself using 
the credit of the broker to carry 
on his trading. 

One paragraph in the customers’ 
agreement reads: 

Whenever I|we are indebted 
to you and|or have a short po- 
sition with you, all securities, 

commodities andj|or contracts 
‘for or in relation to commodities 
now or hereafter held by you, or 
carried by you in any account 
for me|us (either individually 
or jointly with others), or de- 
posited to secure same, may from 
time to time and without notice 
to me|us, be carried in your 
general loans and may be 
pledged, repledged, hypothecated 
or rehypothecated or loaned by 
you, either to yourselves as 
brokers or to others, separately 
Or in common with other stocks 
or securities and either for the 
sum due to you thereon or for 
@ greater sum and without re- 
taining in your possession or con- 
trol for delivery a like amount 
.of similar securities. 
Stock Exchange Rule. 

This would appear to give the 
brokerage house unlimited authori- 
ty to pledge the securities of its 
customers maintaining margin ac- 
counts, but according to J. Edward 
Meeker, economist to the New York 
Stock Exchange, in his book, 
“The Work of the Stock Ex- 
change,” this power is limited by 
the. ethics of the business and by 
a resolution of the Governing Com- 
mittee of the Stock Exchange read- 
ing as follows: 

“Resolved, That an agreement 
between a Stock Exchange House 
and a customer authorizing the 
Stock Exchange house to pledge 
securities carried for- the account 
of the customer, either alone or 
with other securities, either for the 
amount due thereon or for a great- 
er amount, or to lend such securi- 
ties, does not justify the Stock 
Exchange house in pledging or 
loaning more of ‘such _ securities 
than is fair and reasonable in view 
of the obligation of the customer to 
the broker.”

This’ is a 
matter of constderabie interest, 
particularly to the larger creditors. 

The difficulties of Lorenzo E. 
Anderson & Co. undoubtedly were 
due to the unusual conditions of 
the stock market since the autumn 
of 1929, although no statement is 
available from the auditors who 
examined its affairs for the re- 
ceivers. 

For several years preceding the 
autumn of 1929 the volume of busi- 
ness on the Stock Exchange had 
been large, The public was in the 
market, buying and selling, with 
the result that the turnover in se- 
curities was large. This meant a 
correspondingly large revenue to 
the brokerage houses in commis- 
sions. e 

Froze After Crash. 

But following the break in the 
market in 1929, the public with- 
drew from the market and trading 
dwindled to only a fraction of its 
former volume, Operating expenses 
of brokers could not be cut imme- 
diately in proportion. The cost of 
leased wires and quarters went on, 
Pefsonnel could be reduced imme- 
diately. At the same time the un- 
derwriting activities of brokers 
were adversely affected. In some 
cases securities which had been 
bought with the intention of pass- 
ing them on to customers could not 
be disposed of and became frozen 
assets. This is said to be the sit- 
uation with respect to about $700,- 
000 mortgage bonds of the Na- 
tional Exhibition Co. (The Arena) 
held by the brokerage house. 

In case of forced liquidation 
through receivership all securities 
held by the brokerage house for the 
accounts of its trading customers 
would be thrown into its géneral 
assets applicable to the payment of 
its obligations. 

By the plan of voluntary liquida- 
tion now under consideration cus- 
tomers who had “free” securities 
in the hands of the company would 
receive their securities at once.

Testator Died Insolvent, Wit- 
+ ness Testifies at 
Trial. 


Testimony that Marion §, Fuqua, 
real estate dealer, was in- sivent, 
owing $150,000 or more at the time 
of his death last March 6, was 
given in Probate Court today. Judge 
Holtcamp dismissed a proceeding 
filed by Aruthr Fuqua, a brother, 
which was directed against John H. 
Farish as executor of Fuqua’s es- 
tate and which charged conceal- 
ment of certain assets. 

Farish recently. filed a reply set- 
ting forth that Fuqua, a short time 
before his death, placed certain 
property in a liquidation trust for 
the benefit of his creditors.

} William J. Becker, attorney for 
ArthuréFuqua, sought to bring out 
testimony as to Marion Fuqua’s 
income tax, and caused a clerk 
from the Federal coliector’s office 
to be sumnioned.. Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Stattler, who accom- 
panied the clerk, objected to his 
testifying, and Judge Holtcamp 
held that the witness could not be 
required to give the information.

Concludes Business Is Not Moral 


Dr. John Haynes Holmes Says Brokers Are 
“Birds of Prey”—Finds That Men 


Can’t Be 


Trusted. : 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—The busi- 
ness world, particularly the real es- 
tate and banking world, has not yet 
been moralized, nor even civilized, 
and, least of all, not yet Christian- 
ized, said the Rev. Dr. John Haynes 


Holmes, pastor of the Community 
Church, in his sermon yesterday. 

Dr. Holmes told of the impres- 
sions he had received from brokers, 
bankers, rea! estate men and busi- 
ness men during the negotiations 
for a new church building, which 
have just been concluded. He said 
that as he learned during the four 
years of negotiations how real es- 
tate is handled, contracts are writ- 
ten, leases and mortgages made and 
loans secured, he made a vow that 
if he ever had a chance he would 
tell what he thought of the world 
of finance. 

“Watch Your Step.” 

Dr. Holmes said that as soon as 
he started negotiations for the 
building he stepped into a world 
that he did not know existed and in 
which “watch your step” was the 
watchword, in which he could not 
trust men or give his opinions on 
the proposed transactions. 

“The first encounter I had with 
the real estate world was with that 
terrible animal known as a broker, 
whose function in the orderly 
process of business would seem to 
be to bring two parties together in 
their common needs. But I soon 
learned that his function seemed 
to be to keep the parties separated 
until some trade had been made or 
some contract signed which would 
enable him to step out of the pic- 
ture with a substantial profit to 
himself.” 

The brokers used every method 
of gaining his attention and confi- 
dence, Dr. Holmes said. One man 
who for many years had been a 
member of Community Church and 
who took an intense interest in the 
building project, finally disclosed 
that he had made a connection with 
a real estate firm whereby he would 
get at least $80,000 if he could get 


the handling of the deal. Another 
man became a member of the 
church in «-der to get an inside 
track to the minister. A third rep- 
resented himself as a trustee of a 
large uptown church who wanted 
to give the benefit of his experience. 
He, too, was finally disclosed as a 
broker. , 

“I came to the conclusion,” sald 
Dr. Holmes, “that brokers are birds 
of prey looking for their share of 
the so-called ‘honest graft’ to be 
derived from exploiting the needs 
of man,” 

Learned About Leases. 

Speaking of the lease signed in 
connection with the erection of the 
building, Dr. Holrthes sa: he always 
had thought a lease was a contract 
between two parties to do certain 
things, but he learned that a lease 
is a valuable piece of property that 
can be sold for what it will bring 
in the open market. Such a sale, 
he said, would bring the seller into 
a deal with men about whom he 
knows nothing, and constitutes, in 
his opinion, a repudiation of con- 
tract. 

"The failure of the Bank of Unit- 
ed States has placed all banks un- 
der suspicion,” Dr. Holmes went on. 
“It has shown that certain things 
are done, apparently as ordinary 
practice, that are hard for my un- 
sophisticated mind to understand. 
A bank, to my mind, is only a store 
in the business of selling money or 
the use of money. 

“The last four years have been 
the most disillusioning, disappoint- 
ing and depressing years of my life. 
But I am giad that I have had the 
experience, I'll never be the same 
man again. I'll never be able to 
trust human nature as I did before. 
I had never known what kind of a 
world we are living in, what kind 
of a city New York is, until I had 
this experience.” 

The successful completion of the 
plans for the new building has giv- 
en him hope, he said, and he is all 
the more determined to put up his 
church “in the center of the most 
ruthless market place of Mammon 
in the universe.”

former chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, de- 
clared that “the need is impera- 


tariff rate structure with a view to 
its readjustment to a decent level.” 
Hull is one of the acknowledged 
Democratic authorities in Congress 
on fiscal problems. 
Hull asserted that the high tar- 
iff barriers in this and other coun- 
tries are the greatest single cause 
underlying the present world eco- 
nomic collapse. 
“There must be more than mere 
hair-splitting difference between 
the two political parties on tariff 
and cammercial policy,” he con- 
tinued. “They must be funda- 
mental. The record of the Demo- 
cratié party is deeply rooted in ev- 
ery definite and sound economic 
philosophy which embraces justice 
and equality. The Republican eco- 
nomic philosophy is steeped in the 
most aggravated forms of special 
privilege or governmental favorit- 
ism. 
“If the two old political parties 
are to be merged with respect to 
the tariff, then they should be 
merged as to all the minor forces 
of special privileges. There should 
be no sham fighting. 
“Nor can the tariff be taken out 
of politics through a tariff com- 
mission. High tariffs are a defin- 
ite part of the ideals of the Repub- 
lican party, and no Republican 
agency, however honest, could ever 
he depended upon to adjust them 
to a moderate or competitive level. 
The country can only look to those 
who fundamentally oppose’ the 
philosophy of typical Republican 
high tariffs for practical revision 
downward.

726,000 FAMILIES APPLY 
FOR WORK ON SOVIET FARMS 


Record for 20 Days, Moscow Says—Majority 
to Be Accepted, But Kulaks Are Barred 
- From Movement. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Feb. 16.—Soviet Rus- 
sia is going “back to the farm,” 
according to figures just issued by 
the Government. 

During the last 10 days in Jane 
uary and the first 10 in February, 
a total of 726,000 families “joined” 
the collective farms, the figures 
show. This migration is the great- 
est in history. Development of 
these farms has always been the 
backbone of the Soviet movement. 

The word “joined” is used by the 
Government to designate that these 


‘families have made application to 


enter the collective farms. The 
majority will be accepted although 
the Kulaks, or rich peasants, are 
not permited to take part in the 
movement. 

In contrast to the present situa- 
tion, the Government was having 
difficulty in getting families for the 
farms last year and nearly had to 
force the peasants to return to the 
soil. Under present conditions, ac- 
cording to the authorities, the en- 
thusiasm for the farm life is. so 
great that the Government can 
pick and chooge those it wishes to 
put at this work, 

Most of the families who have 
applied to join the movement come 
from the Ukrainian Republic, 


North Caucasus, the, Upper and 
Lower Volga and the Georgian Re- 
public. They are expected to move 
to the farms gradually during the 
spring in time to get next season’s 
crops planted. 


The widespread acceptance of 
the invitation to settle on the farms 
is causing the Government some 
embarrassment since the Agricul- 
ture Commission has agreed to pro- 
vide all the collectives with trac- 
tors and other machinery. Last 
year much machinery was bought 
in the United States while machine 
plants were constructed here. 
These are not operating at full ca- 
pacity and there is not sufficient 
machinery on hand. 

As a result. numerous workers 
on the collective farms this year 
will not have modern machinery 
and will have to _ struggle along 
with the old methods. This probably 
will cause some dissatisfaction, but 
the Government is promising to 
supply everybody with up-to-date 
equipment within another year. 

It is estimated that the collec- 
tive farms will cultivate 66,000,000 
hectares of ‘land in 1931. The cap- 
ital invested by the State on the 
collective farms this year is placed 
at 3,800,000,000 rubles (about $1,- 
900,000,000). 


BOULDER CITY TO RSE 
FROM NEVADA SANDS 


Model Town for Workers on 
Hoover Dam; Many Ideas 
to: Be Introduced.

DENVETD, Colo., Feb. 16.—The 
nation’s newest full-fledged munic- 
ipality soon is to rise from hot des- 
ert sands. 

It is Boulder City, Nev., the 
“model” town where laborers, 


craftsmen, engineers and artisans 
connected with the construction of 
Hoover Dam will live for the first 
eight years. 

On a high tableland of several 
thousand acres, 23 miles east of 
Las Vegas, -Nev., Boulder City will 
provide homes for approximately 
3000 workers and their families. 

It will be constructed with rigid 
economy as to detail, although 
permitting many new.ideas in city 
rlanning. To S. R. de Boer, Den- 
ver landscape artist, has been as- 
signed the task of planning the 
town. 

Designed on the lines of a dou- 
ble triangle, Boulder City is to 
have no cross streets. Boulevards, 
named after the Colorado River 
states, will act as traffic arteries, 
and there will be open plazas near 
each of the larger buildings in the 
business district. 

Engineers hope to begin instal- 
lation of the domestic water sys- 
tem in July, and the city buildings 
will proceed shortly afterward. 

Chu.-ches, schools, theaters, hos- 
pitals, playgrounds, a hotel and a 
nine-hole golf course will be built 
—all set to a scale of simplicity. 
For those wishing to engage in 
business at Boulder City lots will 
be for lease next year. a 

There will be no concessions nor 
monopolies, and during the period 
of construction no lots will be sold. 

Southern pine, fig, date, pome- 
granate and palm _ trees will be 
planted in the desert region. Uncle 
Sam will spare no effort to make 
his workers in the wasteland as 
comfortable as possible. To shut 
off summer’s hot winds the city 
will be hedged by a forest of trees. 

Allowance has been made for 
the possible growth and develop- 
ment of Boulder City beyond the 
eight-year period for which it is 
being created. Many of the work- 
ers no doubt’ will remain in the 
community, while others, because 
of the nature of their employment, 
will go elsewhere after the dam is 
finished, ~

The Indians and 
Eskimos charge the Lomens set up 
range rules which they observe 
only when to their benefit, and take 
the unbranded stock of the natives. 
The Lomens in turn charge the In- 
dians have poached on their herds,

Insurance Company Tactics. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: | 
WOULD like to see some of the 


editorial guns which have been bom- 
barding the public utilities lower their 
sights occasionally and slam a few at the 
insurance companies. If’. the “Govern- 
ment should be in the power business, 
certainly the State should be in the in- 
surance business. Congress has never 
passed any laws compelling us to use 
electric light or ride street cars. But 
the State of Missouri has compelled us 
to provide workmen's compensation in- 
surance and will shortly decide whether 
or not we shall buy automobile accident 
insurance. 

The insurance companies are much 
more influential in Jefferson (ity than 
the power interests are in Washington 
and so far they have managed to keep 
their political connections out of the 
limelight. They only had to put out a 
few well trained bellwethers to get the 
people to reject Proposition No. 4. If 
people who are uninformed, uninterested, 
and unaffected would simply not vote on 
such propositions, a referendum might 
decide something properly. Indifferent 
voters are no less a public menace than 
corrupt officials, the chief difference be- 
ing that corrupt officials usually get 
some share of the spoils wen someone 
wants to exploit the public. 

I don't know where the statistics come 
from on which compensation insurance 
rates are based, but I do know that 
someone is being fooled when a steel 
erector must pay $17.33 for each $100 of 
pay roll to an insurance company. Steel 
erection is hazardous work, but it is not 
that hazardous. I have seen several mil- 
lion dollars worth of it done on which 
there was not one serious accident. Con- 
tractors who are financially able to car- 
ry their own insurance and would like 
to do so, cannot because the insurance 
companies wield so much influence in 
the financial world that a contractor 
cannot buck them. 

Toe me, insurance is like a great leech, 
feeding fear, producing nothing and 
draining billions of dollars from normal 
business channels. And now that they 
have bled all they can from the people of 
Missouri with the workmen's compensa- 
tion law, high pressure salesmanship 
and deception, they would again invoke 
the laws of the State to squeeze out a 
few million more dollars from automo- 
bile owners. S. W. H.

Nobody questions that the cornerstone of our gov- 
ernmental structure is local self-government. Still,

The moment responsibilities of any community, 
particularly in economic and social questions, are 
shifted from dny part of the nation to Washing- 
ton, then that community has subjected itself to 
a remote bureaucracy with its minimum of un- 
derstanding and of sympathy. It has lost a large 
part of its voice and its control of its own des- 
tiny. . . . Where people divest themselves of 
local government responsibilities they at once lay 
ard foundation for the destruction of their lib- 
erties. 


This is a political gospel which the Post-Dispatch 


a faith to which we all profess devotion. In actual 
practice, however, many of us are prone to sacri- 
fice the belief at the first call of expediency. More- 
over, if we can’t accomplish immediately the domi- 
nant purpose of a transitory mood we impatiently 
try “to remold it nearer to our heart’s desire” by 
appealing to Washington. Traditions wilt in the 
fierce blasts of propaganda. We are bound to have 
‘our way. If we cannot get it by the processes of 
democracy then we fly to bureaucracy. 
We have gone far along this road—farther than 
most of us suspect. As diligent and competent a 
public man as former Senator Wadsworth of New 
York declared, several years ago, of our Government 
at Washington that it was so huge, interlocked. and 
bewildering that nobody could understand it. In the 
same vein Senator Borah once remarked that “of all 
forms of governments yet devised, bureaucracy is the 
worst.” The Chief Justice of our Supreme Court, 
Mr. Hughes, if we remember rightly; observed that 
if the states did not exist it would be necessary to 
create them. Thus these dignitaries of the Hamil- 
tonian heritage sit at the feet of Jefferson, even as 
Lincoln did when he wrote: “The principles of Jef- 
ferson are the definitions and axioms of free society.” 
Mr. Hoover is, therefore, in the company of high 
contemporary as well as historical authority when he 
counsels us to beware of turning to Washington for 
treatment of every political or economic or social: 
toothache. What he is pleading with us to do is 
obvious—to discharge our duties as citizens; to ac- 
cept the obligations of the franchise as well as its 
privileges. The thing resolves itself finally into intelli- 
gent voting. The cure for our political evils rests ia 
the ballot. If it doesn’t, democracy is a failure. 
Mr. Hoover takes cognizance of changing condi- 
tions. “Our concept of Federal, state and local re- 
sponsibilities is possible of no unchangeable defini- 
tions,” he says, “and must shift with the moving 
forces of the nation, but the time has come when 
we must have more national consideration and de- 
cision of the part which each shall assume in these 
responsibilities.” It has. Indeed, the time has come 
for something more than earnest resolutions as to 
our future behavior. The time has come for a re- 
treat to first principles, for the correction of mis- 
takes, for reassuming obligations we have consigned 
to the bureaucracy at Washington. And the time will 
presently be here, we believe, when academic con- 
sideration of our political principles will not suffice 
—when public officials will have to identify our mis- 
taken policies and advocate their repeal. 

When our leaders rise to those heights of courage 
and candor we shall then have started on our way 
back to home rule. 
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THE VICTORY OF CUMBERLAND FALLS. 

A six-year fight to prevent Cumberland Falls in 
Kentucky from being marred by a power develop- 
ment has jast been successfully concluded. The State 
has acquired the falls from the Cumberland River 
Power Development Co. for $400,006. The money was 
a gift to the State of Kentucky from the family of 
the late Coleman du Pont, who was born in the State. 
Senator du Pont set aside $230,000 for the purchase 
when and if it could be made, and his widow contrib-: 
uted the difference. 

Cumberland Falls is the largest waterfall east of 
the Mississippi, Niagara excepted, and is situated in 
a wild, almost unmarred mountain gorge in South- 
eastern Kentucky. When it was seized upon by the 
power company, Tom Wallace, editor of the Louis 
ville Times, and other conservationists began the 
long-drawn-out battle to save this beauty spot for pos- 
terity. That they were able to win against the bitter- 
end opposition of the power company is encouraging. 
It shows that in this ultra-comfhercial age it is still 
‘sometimes possible to prevent private greed from hav- 
ing its way at the expense of natural resources. 
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SPAIN’S NEW CRISIS. 


“Long ago it was said of the Bourbons that they 
“forget nothing and learn nothing.” Alfonso XIII, 
Bourbon King of Spain, showed some signs of educa- 
tional progress a week ago when he issued a call for 
parliamentary elections in March after a seven-year 
period in which dictatorships had superseded the 
‘Cortes. Now, however, it seems that his enlightment’ 
may have come too late. The Berenguer Ministry, 
losing support of the Liberal Monarchists, has been 
forced to resign, and the King has canceled his elec- 
tion proclamation, preferring continued concentra- 
tion of power to compromise with his people, at least 
pending settlement of the Cabinet crisis. That his 
first choice for Premier should be Sanchez Guerra, 
lately imprisoned as a rebel, indicates the trend of 
events. | : 
So again the return of parliamentary rule has been 
offered to Spain, and then withdrawn. When Primo 
de Rivera seized the reins in 1923, he promised 
restoration of civil government in 90 days. At the 
end of his regime, in January, 1930, this had not 
resulted. Gen. Berenguer, his successor, promised 
elections within 60 days, but this pledge also failed. 
Alfonso, despite the opposition of an estimated 70 
per cent of his people, has kept his throne by the 
old Bourbon principle of “divide and rule.”

THE RAMAYAN OF TULSIDAS. 
By J. M. Macfie,\M. A., Ph. D. 
(T. & T. Clark, 38 George street, 
Edinburgh, Scotland.) 


Tulsidfs, author of the great 
Hindu religious poem here inter- 
preted for Western readers by a 
distinguished scholar, was born in 
1574. It is said that his name is “a 
household word” among the peo- 
ples of Northern India where his 
chief work is actually regarded as 
the Bible is supposed to be in the 
Western World. His whole life 
seems to have been devoted to the 
worship of Rama whom he con- 
ceived as exemplifying that all-em- 
bracing love which the West attri- 
butes to Jesus. When past 40 he 
began the composition of his great 
poem, basing it upon the Sanskrit 
epic, The Ramayana of Valmiki, 
composed about a thousand years 
before; but while following the or- 
der of events in the ancient epic, he 
wrote his own spirit of love into 
the story of his hero, thus trans- 
forming the whole with a new 
teaching. The correct title of his 
poem is ‘‘Ramacharitmanas,’’ mean- 
ing “‘the lake of the deeds of 
Rama,” but it is commonly referred 
to as the Ramayan of Tulsidas.

It is 
proposed to safeguard the pub- 
lic by having such measures ap- 
proved by some national board. 

One of the main arguments 
favoring this policy is conser- 
vation of natural resources. It 
is also an attempt to stabilize 
trade. Under this: method pro- 
duction could be limited, sales 
territory divided among differ- 
ent concerns and prices déter- 
mined. The real object is to 
regulate competition. 

It may be that something of 
this nature would be an im- 
provement over present condi- 
tions. All the burden is on its 
proponents to show this, for in 
general experience commerce 
has been most healthy under 
free and reasonable competi- 
tion. If producers combine, con- 
sumers will combine. The dan- 
ger is that opportunity will be 
greatly restricted, and indirect- 
ly, if not directly, the govern- 
ment board will have to fix 
prices. Possibly we are moving 
in that direction. It is done in 
the case of public utilities. But 
because everybody is wiser than 
somebody markets are no re- 
specters of Government prices. 
It will be a wise board that can 
substitute its judgment for com- 
petition.

University of Minnesota depari- 
ment of psychology came to the 
practically definite conclusion that 


there is almost no relationship 
whatever between physique and 
intellect. 


Persons with diseases that at- 
tack the central nervous system, 
especially the cerebral cortex, suf- 
fer in mental efficiency as a result. 
and when these diseases are inher- 
ited, Prof. Paterson says, they are 
likely to be accompanied by @ re- 
‘duced mental capacity dating from 
birth. But apart from this, all 
popular notions notwithstanding, 
your physical equipment has only 
a minimum correlation with the 
way your brain works or with its 
capacity for work. 

The Minnesota psychologist’s 
conclusions have been set forth in 
his recently published book, 
“Physique and Intellect” (Cen- 
tury). In it he not only cries down 
the widespread popular fancy that 
your type determines your brain 
power, but he supporis and ad- 


which he cails, “the theory of 
unique traits.” 

This theory asserts that a per- 
son’s “I. Q."" or measured native 
intelligence, his mechanical ability 
and his physical agility are rela- 
tively independent traits. One may 
be a marvel at wood-carving with- 
out giving any clew to his capacity 
for sharing forward passes or un- 
derstanding integral calculus. He 
may be of alow order intellectually, 
though just how low the author 
does not state, and yet be quite 
able to take care of himself if his 
activities fall into fields where me- 
chanical ability and physical azgil- 
ity are prime requisites.

joy hintself especially when he 

pulverizes the much-bruited 
theory that people of light com- 
plexion are endowed with *“blonde’”’ 
traits, while brunette members of 
the white race have traits of mind 
and temperament corresponding 
with their brunette pigmentation. 
With the aid of a fellow depart- 
ment member he asked a large 
number of persons to describe the 
traits of blondes and brunettes 
among their acquaintances. Re- 
sults showed that the towheaded 
descendant of Danish parents was 
as likely to reveal ‘‘brunette” traits 
as the swarthy Italian was to show 
traits associated by some with the 
“blonde” temperament. it doesn’t 
seem to make any special differ- 
ence. gn 
“Our survey has demonstrated 
that prevalent notions regarding 
an intimate relation between bod- 
ily traits and mental development 
have been’ greatly exaggerated,” 
Prof. Paterson explained. ‘“Struc- 
tural characteristics such as height 
and weight seem related to intelli- 
gence to only a slight extent. Even 
precise X-ray measurements of 
skeletal development fail to show 
marked dependence of mental 
growth upon physical development. 
Hope of finding pgsitive relation- 
ships of greater magnitude by em- 
ploying complicated indices of body 
build seems to vanish when care- 
fully controlled investigations are 


-made.”’ 


Of the phrenologisis Prof. Pat- 
erson stands in no awe whatever, 
for, he points out, areas in the 
brain and skull which they claimed 
were in control of “worship and 
spirituality” have been shown by 
physiologists and psychologists to 
govern, instead, the wiggling of the 
toes. Efforts to localize the con- 
trol of certain faculties in the 
brain and to read character by the 
development of the skull over those 
places are about as important, he 
believes, as it would be to deter- 
mine the number of fish in a lake 
from the height of the sand dunes, 
along the shore.

Of studies by a man 
named Gowin which purported to 
show that executive and business 
superiors are in general taller and 
heavier than their subordinates” in 
the same organization, he makes 
the comment that the prevalence of 
some such belief probably has in- 
fluenced business concerns to se- 
lect men of ‘the supposedly “su- 
perior” type for the managerial po- 
sitions. Transferred to school chil- 
dren and rigidly tested by selentific 
techniques, the theory that size and 
managerial or executive capacity go 
together has not been borne out. 


To illustrate his disbelief in a 
correlation between intellect and 
size Prof. Paterson selected from 
among the student body of the 
University of Minnesota one of the 
tallest and one of the shortest men 
students. They were chosen on the 
basis of size alone, without refer- 
ence to scholastic ability, mental 
test measurements or physical ex- 
amination records. The _ results? 
When their entrance records were 
obtained both were found to be 
mentally superior to the average 
student. Yet both were departures 
from the physical norm. 

“The comparative data speak 
for themselves,” he says. “Both 
students were alike in all essential 
respects except height and weight. 
Apparently the difference of ap- 
proximately 20 inches in height 
means little or nothing so far as 
physical condition, mentality, or
